of warriors on the same principle 


"The law of heredity is so broad and 


so powerful in its influence that it ex- 
tends not only to color and form of our 
race, but it extends to the tempera- 
ment and even to the tastes 
The 


taste, though like the muscle and reas 
omng faculties, may be improved by ed- 
ucation. Still the taste for and apt- 
ness for any calling may be increased 
from generation to generation 


"Then, if we are to reach the high- 


est development as a race of farmers, 
we must expect it through the line ol 
descent 
The son must inherit the fit 


ness of the father, and take up the call 
mg and business where he left off, and 
his son after him, and so on 
When 


this shall become the custom in our 
farming 
families, then shall we see 


greater stability in society and a high- 
er type of civilization. 
Every parent 


has the chief power to bring this work 
about 
The very independence of the 


farmer's life is to be the germ which 
develops a race that cannot be other 
than an independent people 
Our na- 


tion is to achieve its greatness in the 
development of agriculture 
Its power 


at home and abroad is to be establishec 
and held through the arts of husband 
ry, practiced by a skillful and virtuous 
race of farmers. 
All that can be done 


by the state or family to ennoble anc 
to dignify the calling, and to entail it~ 
blessings and influence from father t 
son, will add to the stability and grand 
eur of the nation."

The Senate bill to repeal existing 


laws providing for permanent and in- 
definite appropriations for specific ob- 
iects is another attempt to place in the 
hands ot Congress the power to "starve 
out" an Administration which may be 
antagonistic to the legislative body. 
Under the laws as they now stand, the 
executive branches of thc Government 
may be maintained from year to year by 
the use of moneys accruing to their 
credit Ly the operation of permanent 
provisions. It is proposed that all of 
the money in the Treasury, except that 
required for the payment of interest on 
the national debt, appropriations for the 
sinking fund, and a few other purposes 
shall be under the absolute control o 
Congress, which may, at any time, close 
he doors of the Treasury and rcfus 
the supplies needed to carry on th 
Government at the will and caprice o 
those who happen to control the tw 
houses. That this is a power not to be 
liehtly trusted into the hands of any 
faction is abundantly proved by the 
mischievous doings of a Democratic 
Congress.

EDITORS REPUBLICAN:—As the time ap- 


proaches for our city election, the ques- 
tion of license or no license will become 
most absorbing. Is it possible to gain the 
consent of the radical temperance people 
of Decatur to a fair discussion of this 
subject?

Do not 
many young men (and old ones too), who 
a few months ago occasionally took a glass 
of beer in a saloon, now keep a gallon of 
whisky in their rooms from which they 
drink and treat their friends, unrestrained 
by the fear of being seen entering a sa- 
loon? Is there a man in Macon county 
who can't get a glass of whisky when he 
wants it out of some friend's private gal- 
lon ? Do a majority of the saloon keepers 
desire a return to the license system? Are 
they not making nioie money than when 
they had to pay license and were liable 
to prosecution and heavy damages for 
dealing out drams, while they now sell 
gallons of drunkenness and death, unter- 
rified by the fear of prosecution? Will 
our temperance people take the brand of 
Cain from the brow of those who dare 
honestly to differ with them in their views 
of the practical suppression of drunken- 
ness; cease to call every man who be- 
lieves in a well-regulated license system, 
backed by the strict enforcement of our 
state laws, "Whisky Men," and enter 
into an honest discussion of practical 
temperance? Let us unite on the best 
means of controlling the whisky traffic,
